FORT ADAMS, Newport, R. L., 
Wednesday, May 18.—The huge Black 
fleet is edging in close to the New 
England coast this morning. It is com- 
ing in silently.and. with masterly 
strategy, but not undetected. Late last 
night, after a fruitless day of search, 
the Blue defenders discovered the 
enemy. 

First there came positive plotting of 
the position of the battleship Florida, 
as the dreadnought steamed along 167 
miles off the coast busy wirelessing in- 
structions to others of the Black war- 
ships. Then the army sentinels on 
lonely posts along the beach front ob- 
served the passing of other big. 
at one point thirty vessels, as they 
crept along. A brilliant moonlight over 
the water aided the defenders in pick- 
ing up the trail of thésenemy. 

Coincident with the. discovery of the 
armada came first word from the Blue 
fleet, which put to sea at midnight on 
Monday and failed to report all today. 
At @ P. M. the flagship of Rear Ad- 
mital Noble R. Irwin, the light cruiser 
Conetord, radioed to naval headquar- 
ters here that the /fleet had searched 
vainly thirty miles up”the*@0ast and 
thirty miles down the coast for a clue 
to the enemy.* 

Promptly, the word .of the position 


of the Florida was flashed to Admiral 


Irwim and then another message 
crackled out advising the Blue Naval 
Conimander that a squadron of thirty 
ships, presumably enemy vessels, »had 
beefi seen off Westport Harbor, Mass. 
The point where the thirty were seen 
is thirty-five miles from the Newport 
harbor defensés. The vessels when re-

' OSSINING, N.*Y., May 17.—Sixty- 
five prisoners in Sing Sing went on 
strike today because the beans were 
‘not cooked enough at dinner. 

The strike began when Sergeant- 
at-Arms Fred Horan and. twelve 
deputy sergeants of the Mutual Wel- 

fare League resigned as a. protest. 
against the food, , Warden Lewis E. 
Lawes immediately locked them up . 
in isolation cells. Twelve prison 

barbers and forty workers in the 

Anitting factory then struck in sym- 

pathy. They also were locked up. 

As a precaution Warden Lawes 
doubled the guard this afternoon 
and tonight. He said the men 
had reasonable ground for com- 
plaint, as his investigation had 
shown that the food was improperly 
prepared on the occasion.in ques- 
tion, but that they had-made their 
protest in the wrong way. 

Later Warden Lawes said all the 
men had expressed their willingness 
to return to work and would be re- 
leased tomorrow morning. Tonight 
in the mess hall after supper he 
told the inmates:

If any 
of you thinks you have.a reputable 
grievance, take it up with the 
proper officials in the right way.”

WASHINGTON, May %.-A reply

dor at Rome; to the invitation of Presi- 
dent Coolidge for Italy tO be “‘repre- 
sented in some manner” at the Naval 
Conference in Geneva next,month, but 
its text was withheld from publication. 
Officials confirmed in © substance 
press reports from Rome that Italy, 
which declined the first invitation in 
February to be represented..by..officia! 
delegates, reserved the right to send 
observers to the conference. They in- 
dicated that the text would be given 
out tomorrow. 
Meanwhile no further reply has been 
received from France, who promptly 
declined the first invitation but sey 


eral weeks ago sent a partial reply to 
the second invitation reiterating her 
refusal to be represented by official 
delegates but leaying open the ques- 
tion of unofficial participation. 

The Italian repiy is understood to 
have come forward in due course as 
the date of the naval conference, set 
for June 20, approached and without 
further urging from the United States. 

The qualified acceptance of Italy, 
however, is described as a source of 

gratification to American officials, as 

it it is understood to be to Japan and 
Great Britain, the two powers that 
bave accepted outright the invitation 
tou meet with the United States and see 
if ‘some program~-for limitations on 
auxiliaries such as cruisers and sub- 
marines cannot be achieved. 

Should Italian observers attend the 
Geneva. sessions it would add yet an- 
other factor to the importance the 
naval conference is assuming.

ON THE NORTHERN FRONT IN 
HONAN, May 12 (via Peking, .May 17). 
~—There is considerable excitement in 
the little walled town of Szeshul, which 
is the western limit of the. Northern 
armies, as a result of persistent re- 
ports that Feng Yu-siang, the s0- 
called Christian General, has finally 
decided to push eastward from Shensi 
Province. Feng is alleged to have ad- 
vanced his headquarters from Sian-fu 
to the Shenchow railhead, and his rep- 
resentatives are already dickering in 
Loyang with the small Wu Pei-fu 
force, now a buffer between him and 
the Northerners. 

Wu Pei-fu himself is reported travel- 
ing southeast, ‘‘to rally: his army.” 
This is best interpreted as a bid for 
offers from the North or the South in 
the expectation of the renewal of the 
Southern push. 

According to THe New York ‘Times 
correspondent’s information, Cheng- 
chow is the headquarters ot threé 
Southern groups—those ‘ofChiang Kai- 
shek; Hankow and ro Eile thd for- 
is less disrupted than P ad 
eigners imagine. Despite. dif- 
ferences, accentuated by Chiang’s 
severity—perhaps exaggerated—toward 
the Communists, all, three seem to re- 
tain the common aim of an advance 
on the North, with Peking as the even- 
tual goal. 

It must not be forgotten that the 
Nationalist cause has many sympa- 
thizers north of the Yellow River, and 
the coming «weeks may bring develop- 
ments that will appear sensational. 


Position Strong on Paper. 


Here the Northern position is strong 
—on paper. Upward of 10,000 troops, 
comparatively well. disciplined and 
equipped, hold the foothills above the 
river, with field artillery and ma- 
chine guns. There are no trench»s or 
barbed wire, but plenty of machine 
gun posts and rifle pits. The military 
operations are confined to clearing up 


the country of roving bands of Wu 
Pei-fu’s looters and the Red Spear 
groups, whom they have driven to des- 
peration. 

The Northerners are behaving ad- 
mirably toward the population. They 
pay cash for requisitions and distrib- 
ute food to the ruined villages. 

Reinforcements are also reported 
coming from the North. 

But the wide valley of the river, 
three-qua ters empty of water, exposes 
the right flank, and should Feng Yu- 
siang show rea! determination I doubt 
if the front would hold. 

Against that his armies, which are 
alleged to total 250,000, are reported less 
disciplined than formerly. He is said 
to have quarreled with the commander 
of the second army and the third Is 
little better than a gang of looters. 
But his first is ly 60,000 strong. 
quite sufficient to complicate matters 

here if vigorously employed. 

Also Feng'g Russian advisers have 
more iron in their blood than the Chi- 
nese and perhaps make war something 
more nearly approaching Western 
lines, instead of the Chinese fashion 
of proclamations, propaganda and pom- 
pous: announcements of ‘‘victories’’ 
where there has been no fighting and 
above all of dickering with the oppos- 
ing leaders.

Britain Breaks With Hankow and Eugene Chen\t 


As Being Incapable of Civilized Government

LONDON, May 17.—The British Gov- 
ernment has just added: injury to in- 
sult in the case of Eugene Chen, head 
of the Hankow Chinese Government. 

After referring in Parliament the 
other night to.Chen’s Government as 
only “the shadow of a name,” Sir Aus- 
ten Chamberlain, the British Foreign 
Secretary, has just dispatched a note 
recalling . Basil . Newton, the British 
representative at Hankow. 

“The note, it is understood, explains 
that Chen has failed to make good his 
claim to act as the representative of 
the Chinese Government. It tells 
Chen he shirked responsibility for the 
Nanking outrages, and it is therefore 
“useless and undesirable to deal #ith 

a régime so totally incapable of the 
button of civilized government.” 

The note, it is explained, indicates 
that there will be no change in Brit- 
ain’s general Chinese policy. 

Evidently, however, the British au- 
thorities. have decided that Chiang 
Kai-shek’s cause is definitely in the 


ascendant and that the Chen- Barddth 
régime is due to disappear fromthe 
scheme of things. , “ 


LONDON, May 17 (*.—British of- 
ficial circles hold the view that with- 
drawal of Basil Newton as the Brit- 
ish representative at Hankow marks 
the passing of the Hankow Nationalist 
régime as an important factor in the 
Chinese situation.

Lieutenant Dixie Kiefer, U. 8. N., of 
the Pensacola naval station, made a 
flight over the Sugar Bowl flood zone 
today. He baw Houses; some of them 
substantial residential structures, being 
toppled over as the fierce currents 
struck them and then float away like 

ng vessels in & stormy sea. 
In places the speed of the flood was 
estimated to approximate twenty-five 
miles an hour and in other places fif- 
teen miles. The scene, he declared, 
was awesome and terrible. 

Everywhere surf boats are cruising 
in their search for the marooned. 
Meanwhile the flooded area is increas- 
ing by the thousands .of acres hourly. 
Within less than two hours the water 
from the Melville crevasse had covered 
approximately 8,000 acres north, south 
and west of the village. 

At moon came a second break in the 
Atchafalaya line ‘about six miles to the 
north of Melville. This break, which 
is last reported as being more than 
500 feet in width, increased the vast 
volume of waters which is rapidly 
converging with those of the Bayou 
des.Glaises breaks. The junction of 
the flood waters may come within the 
next twelve hours, and the speed of 
the flood as it sweeps down to the 
Gulf probably will be increased and 
the area of devastation materially en- 


e big problem is to get the Aca- 
dians to move in time. These people 
have to be forced to flee for their 
lives: Yet in spite of their stubborn- 
ness it is not believed a single one of 
them has been lost in the flood. There 
is a report that a number of people 
in Piauchville were drowned, but it has 
not béen verified and is not believed 
to be true. 


Situation to East of River. 


The situation at Woodside, on the 
east bank of the Atchafalaya, where 
the main levee is threatened, continues 
serious, but there apparently is no 
danger of a break tonight. Hundreds 
of men are waging a desperate battle 
to hold the line, and on the outcome of 
this struggle largely depends the fate 
of Pointe Coupée, Assumption, La- 
fourche, Jefferson and other parishes 
of the eastern part of the Sugar Bowl. 
It is hoped that the breaks in the west 
system at Melville and north of that 


place, as well as those in the Bayou} 


des Glaises line, will relieve the pres- 
sure against the Woodside link suffi- 
ciently to give the defenders an even 
chance of victory. 

At Torras, in the northern tip of 
Pointe Coupée, the levee also is holding, 
and engineers believe this weak spot 
has been conquered. A break at Tor- 
ras would have as disastrous results 
as would follow a fracture at Wood- 
side. It also be to look as if the 
main crest of the Mississippi, which 
is now in Tensas Basin, will divide, 
part of it seeking: an outlet through 
the Atchafalaya and the other part 
the miain channel of the Mississippi. 

The fact that the stage at New Or- 
leans is now stationary at 20.6 feet 
and that a fall of two-tenths of a foot 


seem to indicate a lessening of the 
pressure in the main stream as — 
direct result of the crevasses through 
which the deluge is pouring into the 
Evangeline parishes. 

Dr.:Cline, New Orleans weather fore- 
caster, said today: 

“The waters coming out of the Ten- 
gas Basin through Bayou des Glaises 
and Atchafalaya River crevasses 
should begin ta show appreciably at 
Morgan City by May 25 to 27. ‘This 
flood is now running one foot deep 
over the Texas and Pacific track at 
Palmetto. At Morrow the water is 
only four feet below the top of the 
railroad dump, and rising at the rate 
of about two feet a day. . 

“The flood in the Tensas Basin, now 
crested in the vicinity of Ferreday, is 
moving slowly southward with stages 
three feet above the flood of 1882. The 
crest of the crevasse water will, at the 
present rate of travel, require three to 
four weeks to reach Morgan City.”’ 

The situation at Morganza, in the 
main west bank system of the Missis- 
sippi,.on the Pointe Coupée side, was 
inspected by Secretary Hoover today. 
This is admittedly one of the danger 
spots, and its collapse would spell 
disaster to the Sugar Bowl east of the 
Atchafalaya. As at Torras, it is be- 
lieved the odds are even in the battle 
to hold the flood waters at this point 
im the last sector of the Mississippi 
River line.

CONGRESS FOR FLOOD 


Reiterates, After Hearing From 
Hoover, That There Is No 
Necessity for This. 





RELIEF IS WORKING WELL 


State and County Committees Are 
Cooperating With Red Cross— 
Fund Now ts $12,133,133.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—President 
Coolidge today reiterated that there 
was no necessity for calling a special 
session of Congress to enact legisla- 
tion for the relief of the Mississippi 
flood sufferers. His decision was 
based upon a telegram from Secretary 
Hoover, now in the flood area, thgt 
the Red Cross funds would enable that 
organization to do its work effectively. 
The telegram from Secretary Hoover, 
which outlined the. plans for aiding 
the flood sufferers, was read by Pres- 
ident Coolidge at the conference of 
newspaper men and later made public. 
State and county committees are co- 
operating with the Red Cross and 
these organizations are working ef- 


temporary relief and in planning for 
rehabilitation. 
“Our accumulating experience and 


the success of our appeal to the public 
mc-.e it reasonably safe now to say 
definitely that the funds in hand and 
prospective will enable the Red Cross 
to do its work on an efficient basis,’’ 
Secretary Hoover said. 


Work Necessary for Future. 


Continuing, Mr. Hoover told of what 
had been done and the work necessary 
in the future.

Wreckage Off Boston Resem- 
bling Part of a Wing. 





TWO SCHOONERS SAW ONE 


A Rum-Runner and the Virginian 
Report Machine Flying Toward 
New England Coast.

BOSTON,..May .17.—Wreckage that 
may have been the wing of an air- 
plane ‘was s oe eighty-six miles 
east of Bo wed Light by the Shipping 

Board steamer Bellepline, which ar- 
rived today from Rotterdam-anhd went 
to the Tidewater Terminal, South Bos- 
ton. The importance of the find so 
impressed the freighter’s master that 
he immediately reported the circum- 
stances to the branch Hydrographic 
Office, accompanying his report with a 
diagram of the wreckage, which, un- 
fortunately he was unable to take on 
board owing to the coming of night. 

The Bellepline’s captain, when fre- 
quested by wireless to: maintain a 
sharp lookout for the White Bird, with 
Captain Nungesser and Captain Coli, 
ordered the ship’s lookouts to re- 
port any floating object of an unusual 
nature. This resulted in the finding of 
the framework of unpainted material, 
Attached to the frame appeared to be 

a fabric; badly torn. One end of the 
treme was jagged and splintered, as if 
it had been wrenched from its support. 
Material looked fresh and bright. as if 
the frame had been in the ‘water a 
short time. 


Object Drifted Away. 


While the ship’s hoisting gear was 
being made ready tto take it to the 
deck and men leanea over the rail to 
attach hooks the wreckage faded into 
the night. 

Captain G. C. Carmine. commander 
of Coast Guard for the New England 
division, has ordered patrcl boats to 
search for the wreckage as reported 
by the Bellepline. The position as 
given by the captain being latitude 
42.24 north, longitude 68.54 west, Coast 
Guard vessels now at sea will take 
up the quest, as time may be saved 
over sending out boats from the sec- 
tion base at Boston or Gloucester. 


Rum Runner Reports “Plane.” 


Another interesting report comes 
from the master of a rum-running 
schooner who landed at Lynn last 
night. The schooner, on May 9, the 
day the French fliers set for their 
arrival at New York, was forty miles 
east of Cape Sable. At 7 A. M. the 
captain was aloft looking for land 
when he observed, he says, a plane 
to the southward of his position: flying 
from east to west and heading west 
helf south.

the various parishes. . 

Much . ulation followed among 
the clergy and lay delegates as to the 
identity, of .the ‘‘friend of. the. diocese”’ 
who had guaranteed the Bishop’s sal- 
ary. Many thought it was the Bishop 
himself and that he had simply for- 

3— ed a year’s salary. Others guessed 

was J. P. Morgan, senior warden 
t the little Church of St. John at 
Lattingtown, Locust. Valley, and still 
others mentioned Charles Steele, ves- 
tryman, at the Episcopal Church near 
Westbury and senior warden at St. 
Thomas’s Church, ‘Manhattan; where 
Dr. Stires. was rector for twenty-five 
years before he became Bishop. Dr. 
Stires, when questioned by reporters, 
refused to tell who it was. 

Mr. Morgan attended the convention, 
arriving for the morning session. At 
the noon recess he was one of 535 dele- 

ates who walked to the Garden City 

otel for luncheon. Arrangements had 
been made by the hotel management to 
serve 300,'and the size of: the crowd 
caused much confusion. Mr. Morgan 
was unable to get into the special din- 
ing room where 300 of the church mem- 
bers were served. He was in the over- 
flow of 150 church members who had 
luncheon ‘in the regular dining room, 
which was already well filled with reg- 
ular guests. Bishop Stires was crowd- 
ed out of both dining rooms and had to 
wait for the second table.

The convention opened at 10 o’clock 
with a celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion, with Bishop Stires officiating.

Rumpler. Plans Ten Motors on 
Plane. for Hamburg-New 
York Flight in 16 Hours. 


TO COMPETE WITH LINERS 


170 Passengers Would Ride on the 
Wings of German “Air Limou- 
sine,” He Declares.

BERLIN, May 17:— “Transatlantic 
flights can be made 100 per cent. safe,”’ 
Edmund Rumpler of the Rumpler Air- 
plane Construction Works said in an 
interview today, referring to the pres- 
ent attempts to make non-stop hops 
from New York to Paris. 

But with the present size and carry- 
ing capacity of planes such flights 
will never develop beyond the pure 
sport stunt stage,” the airplane de- 
signer added. 

Herr Rumpler, who originated the 
‘Taube,”” proudly exhibited drawings 


and a model of the superplane which 
he asserts will not only make the 
Hamburg-New York flight in sixteen 
hours but will be the personification 
of safety and comfort. He believes it 
will be eventually less expensive than 
a first class cabin on an ocean grey- 
hound. 

Herr Rumpler believes the designers 
have shown too little vision of the 
possibilities of heavier-than-air craft, 
present designs being too small to 
enter the commercial field against 
competition. Even the Wright broth- 
ers would have been astounded, he 
says, if they had been shown the plans 
of some present-day planes and prob- 
ably would have declared them imprac- 
tical or impossible, he said, the same 
as experts are saying about his pro- 
posed 10,000-horsepower giant capable 
of carrying 170 people and propelled by 
a battery of ten motors. 


Would Carry 37 Tons of Fuel and Oil. 


According to Herr Rumpler’s calcu- 
lations, his plane would have a carry- 


ing capacity of thirty-seven tons of 
fuel and oil in addition to the passen- 
gers and six tons of baggage and 
freight. With the full load of passen- 
gers, baggage and fuel it would be 
necessary to use ten mot but after 
the machine was in the air six would 
be sufficient to maintain a eed of 
200 miles an hour. When the fuel 
tanks were low four more motors could 
be stopped. 

All the motors and the quarters for 
the passengers would be located on the 
wings. in a way similar to that pro- 
posed for the Junkers giant. The pro- 
pellers would be placed on the back 


on the front part would be unable to 
detect the roar of the whirling blades. 

Under the immense wing, more than 
300 feet over a'l and 37 feet wide, four 
pontoons would be set, which should 
outride the severest ocean storm. The 
tanks would be located here and the 
fuel pumped to the motors. With the 
plane all of metal, dangers of fire 
would be reduced to the lowest.

Praises Buildings, Transforma- 
tion of Aliens and Use of 
Mechanical Appliances. 


SAYS HOTELS LACK SERVICE 


Sleeping Cars Are Also Unfavorably 
Compared With Train Accom- 
modations In Europe.

Although for the past twenty years 
I have been traveling almost six 
months every year, it so chanced that 
I did not visit the United States, and’ 
by another accident it happened that 


when I did enter the country it was 
not through New York, as is generally 
the case, but through San Franciaco. 
Thus I saw the California paradise 
and the deserts of Nevada and Utah 
before the true America, that of the 
gigantic enterprises, the blast fur- 
naces, the seething offices, the fever- 
ishly busy cities where, under the 
shadow of skyscrapers, a torrential 
flood of humanity three times a day 
= to work, to lunch or to recrea- 
on. 

Every one forms in advance an idea 
more or less correct of a country like 
America, of which it seems one knows 
the details from having read descrip- 
tions of it and from having talked 
with Americans themselves. However, 
I confess that my conception was not 
a true one. I have been surprised, 
sometimes for the better, sometimes— 
much less often—for the worse, and I 
ask permission to speak frankly of 
what my impressions have been. 

In the first place, from an esthetic 
point of view, it is an error quite wide- 
spread in Europe to make fun of Amer- 
ican architecture. I have found, on 
the average, that the architects of this 
country are infinitely superior to our 
contemporary architects. I am not 
speaking of the great artists of the 
Gothic period, of the Renaissance and 
the century of Louis XIV. I am speak- 
ing of their successors, and I find that, 
on the whole, the Americans surpass 
them by a great deal. 


Praises Our Interior Decoration. 


I had already formed that idea before 
getting off the boat in California. For 
example, in Honolulu I found hotels 
where there was practiced an art un- 
known to us, that of using normal and 
logical coloring. On the Bay of Wa- 
piki I remember a great building where 
all the rooms were in different shades 
of green or rose—the walls as well as 
the furniture and the flooring. 

That might well have been hideous, 
but the shades were so artistically 
combined that it was charming from 
two points of view: firstly, because 
of the harmony between those colors 
and the colors of the sun, the vegeta- 
tion and the sea, and, secondly, be- 
cause the eyes were delightfully re- 
posed instead of being shocked by ugly 
and offensive hues. In most of the 
private houses, hotels or public build- 
ings of the United States I found again 
that intelligent and artistic use of col- 
ors and even in the trains I often ap- 
preciated it. I think that the art of 
“interior decoration”’ is infinitely bet- 
ter perfected here than in any Euro- 
pean country. 

The style, too, is equally well worked 
out in a very artistic spirit. It was a 
pleasure to peruse those pages in 
American journals where one is offered, 
as reward for work and thrift, the pur- 
chase of a little home in good condi- 
tion. I have compared those pages 
with my memories of Europe. I must 
say that with us, barring rare excep- 
tions, the little house offered for sale 
is uniformly hideous, under the pretext 
that itis cheap. In America an artis- 
tic ideal enters into the conception of 
the most humble home and everyone 
has a choice between a number of dif- 
ferent types of cottages, according to 
his tastes, each one being made as per- 
fect as possible for the price asked. 


Finds Beauty in Buildings. 
I do not share the opinion of my 


‘| compatriots on the skyscrapérs. Some 


of them are simple and bare; there is 
nothing to say of them except that 
they are not in bad taste. But a cer- 
tain number of them are of great 
beauty. The Woolworth Building, the 
tower of the Times Building and many 
others reveal a carefulness to adapt 
an architectural style to the require- 
ments of an enormous enterprise that 
lends a gracefulness even to the gi- 
gantic. 

From an unbiased and (if it may be 
so expressed) spiritual point of view, 
nothing is more natural than to have 
immense buildings in a coun like 
America. Americans are at a degree 
of civilization and economic develop- 
ment which justifies, from a practical] 
standpoint, immense edifices such as 
exist in Chicago and Néw York. If 
they did not possess skyscrapers they 
would be obliged to occupy a very 


ruinously expensive and inconvenient. 
In the birt of every architectural style 
the practical side has Ba dae a legiti- 
mate role. It was of the combination 
of material need and spiritual inten- 
tion that were born the marvels we call 
Greek temples, Oriental pagodas, 
Gothic cathedrals, the palaces and 
chateaus of the Renaissance. 

_As regards the comforts of life, there 
are things which I have keenly ad- 
mired and others which did not seem 
to have attained their perfection. 
America is not a country where for- 
eigners can .sojourn comfortably un- 
less they speak English rather fluently. 
Nobody does anything to make their 
trip easy. They want to take a train, 
let us say. Here they have a choice 
between a number of com ies, and 
no one tells them’ which the most 
practical way to get from one place to 
another. All the same, they find them- 
selves in a train where, let it be said 
in parenthesis, the beds are better, the 
food more varied and healthy than in 
any European train.

Mechanical Helps Are Superior. 


On the other hand, everything in 
daily life that is mechanical is incom- 

arably superior: the quality of auto- 
——— a elevators, the speed of 
local trains, the bridges, the tunnels 
under the river. We in Paris have not 
yet succeeded in perfecting communi- 
cation between the suburbs and the 
business centres. It is certainly shorter 
and easier to regain one’s home from 
a place of business fifteen miles away 
in America than to return home a dis- 
tance of six kilometers in the city of 
Paris. 

But what interested me most in 

America is that it is a crucible where 
human beings are formed and trans- 
formed. One finds the most cosmopoli- 
tan population in the whole world, an 
antinishinde mixture of Anglo-Saxons, 
Irishmen, Germans, Italians and Jews. 
It is not only after one or two genera~ 
tions that. these individuals transform 
themselves into Americans. The same 
immigrant, in the course of his own 
life, changes in aspect and manners. 
It is true that he does not cease to 
belong to his race, that he reads his 
newspaper in his mother tongue, goes 
to his ogue, eats his spaghetti, 
downs his sausages and beer (at one- 
half of 1 per cent., alas!), drinks good 
wine that he makes himself in his own 
cellar from California grapes. At the 
same time he keeps his traditions, he 
becomes progressively and rapidly an 
American. 
In San Francisco I attended a grand 
reunion of the French colony. The 
transformation of those people struck 
me, because your Frenchman is a man 
who alters with great difficulty. I 
looked about me in amazement. This 
rich, well-dressed gentleman, sur- 
rounded by his strong, ruddy, clean- 
shaven sons, and his athletic, ele- 
gantly dressed daughters, was a man 
who came thirty years ago from the 
Departement des Basses-Alpes, where 
he was a peasant, to make about 
$3,000,000 here in ice cream. This man, 
who alights from his superb, eight- 
cylinder limousine, began by washing 
his own clothes, and today he has 1,500 
workers divided among his thirty laun- 
dries. Speak to those people of France 
and they will listen to you with com- 
posure and pity, but if some one has 
the misfortune not to speak of the 
United States with enough admiration, 
they are almost on the point of starting 
a fight. Thus, the first thing that 
strikes a stranger is that here the for- 
eigner becomes an American at the 
same time that he becomes, in many 
cases, a well-to-do man. 


Immigrants Gain New Perspectives. 


Being an American he transforms 


himself at 6 in the evening into a de- 
corous, gentlemanly bourgeois, enjoy- 
ing life. For a day’s work a mason 
earns $14, a mine worker almost as 
much, and after their hours of labor 
comes the satisfaction of proper cloth- 
ing, a comfortable apartment and a 
little automobile. Such is the plan of 
existence which distinguishes the 
American from the individual that he 
was a few years before when he lived 
modestly in Europe. The road is open 
before him; nothing prevents him from 
aspiring to riches and an important 
position. All the perspectives from 
which routine or overpopulation bar 
him in his native country are now 
open and smoothed out before him. 

I would have only one criticism to 
make on the spirit of this admirable 
organization, which is that the Amer- 
ican accustoms himself a little too 
much to be used by machines rather 
than to make use of them. The arti- 
san’s skill is disappearing little by 
little. For work which requires every 
minute a quick adaptability of initia- 
tive and manual dextterity, Americans 
are no longer finding proper artisans. 
I realize that they are compenating for 
the atrophy which excess of mechan- 
ism could bring about in their creative 
powers by great religious emotionalism 
and a taste for the art of music, and 
that they make up for the inconveni- 
ences of constant automobile and train

CHINESE HOSTILITY

Americans Share Almost Equally 
With British in Intense and 
Bitter Propaganda.

SHANGHAI, May 17.—Chinese hos- 
tility against the British becomes 
more and more intense and Americans 


If Brit- 
ons and Americans were in the in- 
terior of Nationalist controlled terri- 
tory it fs felt here that bloodshed 
would almost be certain, but the few 
hundred remaining Britons and Amer- 
icans are with few individual excep- 
tions immediately under the guns of 
their warships.

Francois Marsal’s Book Asserts 
America Bound Herself to 
Help Get Reparations. 


CITES ARMISTICE TERMS 


Ex-Finance Minister Also Charges 
That We Made 43 Per Cent. 
Profit on War Suplies.

PARIS, May 17.—That France should 
never pay her war debt to the United 


Mellon-Bérenger agreement, and that 
France’s signature to debt acknowl- 


edgments is no more binding than 
America’s signature to the Armistice, 
conditions of which provided for Ger- 
many’s payment of war damages, are 
two arguments forcibly put forward by 
Francois Marsal, Premier for four days 
in 1924, in a book on interallied debts 
to be published tomorrow. 

Francois Marsal, who is a prominent 
Paris banker, was Finance Minister of 
France during a large part of the re- 
construction period. As a conclusion 
to his volume, he. asks either for an 
arbitration of the debt issue between 
America and France by the League of 
Nations, or by the World Court or 
the Vatican; or else an all-round con- 
ference for the adjustment of interna- 
tional indebtedness left by the war. 


Indicts Us Bitterly. 


It puts it mildly to say that the book 
is a bitter indictment of America’s 
attitude toward her former war allies. 


Intelligently done, in its presentation 
of France’s case, the former Premier’s 
book would have perhaps contributed 
more toward the end he seeks had he 
been more sparing in his comments. 
The author devotes the first part of 
the book to a history of the inter- 
allied debts. Pointing out that the 
money, except for a small part, never 
left the United States, and was used 
there to purchase supplies, he says: 
“The interallied debts form all to- 
gether the reciprocal financial engage- 
ments made under pressure of a com- 
mon danger, and at different dates, 
by nations which entered the war at 
different epochs, and which were 
forced to throw into the furnace of 
war whatever they could find as a 
means of defense, men, material, 
money and credit.” 
The book shows that before the en- 
trance of America into the war France 
borrowed 774 millions of dollars in the 
United States, a debt which has been 
religiously cared for. After reviewing 
the prosperity which the first years of 
the war brought to America, it reaches 
the entry of the United States into the 
World War. 


Sees American Obligations. 


Then it puts forward the contention 
that a line should be drawn between 


the money borrowed in America before 
May, 1917, and afterward. The first 
part is not questioned. An examina- 
tion is made into the second part. 
Francois Marsal thinks America’s 
joining the Allies as associate involved 
certain obligations, and he expresses 
doubts that America lived up to them. 
‘‘This question is solely money for war 
expenditures,” he says, “for supplies 
devoured in a battle which we sup- 
ported on our devastated soil, when 
only from April 6, 1917, did the new 
belligerents begin to recruit, instruct 
and equip their future armies.” 
Coming down to the Armistice, Fran- 
cois Marsal argues by Article 19, which 
provided that Germany should pay war 
damages, that “the United States

It is a secret for no one, he says, 
that Germany will resist carrying out 
the Dawes plan, and asks why France 
should have to bear the cost. Even if 
Germany makes its Dawes payments, 
they must be largely in "goods, where- 
as, the author compl , America 
wants only cash from France instead 
of a repayment in — which, after 
all, was what were loaned to France. 

Francois Marsal denies that France’s 
hands are bound and that she must 
meet America’s terms. He says France 
has shown she can get along without 
American credits, and as for the pay- 
ment of $400,000,000 due in 1929 for 
war stocks, he expresses the opinion 
that if worst comes to worst France 
can meet t payment. 

Eleven tions so far have made a 
debt settlement with the United States, 
by which they pay $180,500,000 annual- 
ly. M. Marsal expresses a convic- 
tion that these agreements will not be 
carried out and cannot be carried out. 
He asks why France should swell the 
list of accords which won’t be exe- 
cuted. “Americans wave in our faces,”’ 
he says, ‘“‘the debt certificates signed 
by France in 1917 and 1918, but they 
consider as inoperative the clauses of 
the Armistice, imposed in their names, 
providing for Germany’s reparation of 
the damages caused by Germany. In 
my opinion, we would be committing 
a grave fault to ratify that position.” 

The former Premier insists that the

Under cross-examination by Assist- 
ant District Attorney Kopff, Goldberg 
deciared that the story he told to the 
police ‘after the shooting was almost 
entirely fabrication intended to pro- 
tect his friends. Mr. Kopff made him 
admit that he had bought a car with 
Bassi and Purificato, although none. of 
the three was employed. The prosecu- 
tor confused him with questions about 
his removing and replacing the shells 
in the pistols, so that he contradicted 
himself several times. 

Police Sergeant Butts and other pistol 
experts, testifying in the morning, de- 
clared that no one could hold a pistol 
in such a manner that the wound caus- 
ing the Harris girl’s death could le 
self-inflicted. ‘The fatal bullet entered 
her back just above a shoulder blade 
and passed through her heart and 
lungs. County. Detective Jacobs, an- 
other pistol expert, attempted to show 
the jury how the weapon might be held 
‘to inflict such a wound, but could not 
hold the muzzle of the pistol to his 
back. Following the testimony of John 
H. Kitching, grandfather of Miss Har- 
ris, Goldberg's alleged confession was 
read into the record.

After 41 Years Spent 
Goljector’s Dep

LONG A FOE OF SMUCCLERS

His Decision Is Sudden—Not Due 
to Differences Over Dry Law 
Enforcement, He Says. 


Bdward lL. Barnes, Assistant —— bey 
tor of the Legal Division at the Cus- 
tom House, resigned yesterday after 
forty-one years’ service. During the 
last six years he had handled many 
famous smuggling cases involving sev- 
eral fundred thousand dollars’ worth 
of diamonds and other precious stones, 
and imposed some of the heaviest fines 
ever inflicted upon smugglers by the 
Collector of the Port of New York. 

Mr. ~also * dealt with many 
important seizures Rareotics cn 
steamships. He was lows to wealthy 
Americans as well as the crews of 
foreign vessels for his fearless attitude 


in punishing smugglers regardiess of 
their political influence of social stand- 


ing. 

When the letter of resignation was 
received by Philip Elting, the Collector 
of the Port, he requested Mr. 
to reconsider his decision, but the lat- 
ter replied it was final, and it went 
into effect immediately. Offictals said 
Mr. Barnes was not eligible for pension 
because he was not 70 years old nor 
incapacitated from work. 


Bestows Praise on Customs Men. 
When asked by reporters if his resig- 


nation had anything to do with any 


differences of Fe perme over prohibition 
enforcement, he replied: 


“Prohibition had nothing whatever | W 


to do with niy resignation. I have the 


utmost confidence in the intelligence, F 
ability and fidelity of the Customs Ser- | M 


vice and ali other prohibition enforce- 
ment units.” He reluctantly admitted, 
however, that “there should be a little 
more activity on the part of certain 
units in connection with the enforce- 
ment of prohibition at this port.’’ 
Mr. Barnes sent his resignation to 
the Collector from his home at 61 West 
Eighty-seventh Street and did not go 
to the Custom House yesterday. When 
asked about his he said that 
after a few weeks’ rest at his coun- 
try house at Port Jervis he would 
begin the practice of law in New York, 
specializing in customs revenue cases. 


First te Advise Rum Ship Seizure. 


Mr. Barnes was the first customs 


officer to advise the seizure of rum- 
running vessels under the so-called 
hovering acts, the first case being the 
schooner Henry L. Marshall, which 
was seized eleven miles off Atlantic 
City. Several Federal officials here 
and at Washington questioned the le- 
gality of the. act, but Mr. Barnes re- 
mained firm-in his decision and it was 
finally sustained and the vessel and 
her cargo of liquor were confiscated. 
Mr. Barnes was appointed to the 
classified customs service on Aug. 1, 
1886, under Collector Edward L. Hed- 
den. After a few months he was 
transferred to the law division and 
later was made a member of the legal 
staff of the collector’s office. He 
served under twelve other collectors, 
including Magone, Erhardt, Bidwell, 
Kilbreth, Hendricks, Fassett, Strana- 
han, Loeb, Malone, Mitchell, Aldridge 
and Biting. Collector William Loeb Jr. 
promoted him to the post he has just 
resigned from.

UPHOLDS AUTHORITY 
OF PORT WARDENS |: 


Ottinger Asserts ‘His Opinion 
Board Has Right to Inspect 
Ships and Their Cargoés. 


1S FAR-REACHING 


— — — 


Several Big Lines Have Questioned 
Legality.and Opposed Fees—No 
Clash With Federal Power Seen. 


RULING 


The authority of the Port Wardens, 
under the present law, to board ves- 
sels to inspect them and the stowage 


. of their cargoes is upheld, and the law 


itself called constitutional, in an opinion 
by Attorney General Albert Ottinger 
made public yesterday by Secretary of 
State Robert Moses, at whose request 
the Attorney General made a study of 
the statute and the points involved. 
Under the so-called Consolidation act, 
which went into effect on Jan. 1, the 
Board of Port Wardens has become a 
division in the Department of State. 
The opinion, while not, of course, a 
judicial decision, is regarded as of far- 
reaching importance to shipping inter- 
ests having vessels entering the Port 
of New York. The request of Secre- 
tary of State Moses grew out of the 
refusal of several large steamship 
companies to permit inspection of 
their vessels by the Port Wardens 
and their resisting the collection of 
legal fees for such services by the 
board. The Ward Line, the Munson 
Line, Nippon-Yuson-Kaisha, the Luck- 
enback Line, the Southern Pacific. Old 
Dominion, Savannah Steamship Com- 
pany, Atlantic Navigation, New York 
and Porto Rico Steamship Company, 
the Dollar Line, the American- 
Hawaiian, the Clyde Line, the Ham- 
burg-American Line, the West Indian 
Steamship Company and the Funch- 
Edue Company are the shippers imme- 
diately concerned, according to the 


announcement of Secretary of State 
Moses. 


Board in Existence Since 1857. 


The board has been in existence since 
1857, and politicians, on the ground 
that some patronage would be lost, 
have resisted the efforts of a number 
of Governors, beginning with Governor 
Hughes in 1907, to have the Legisla- 
ture abolish the board as superfluous. 
The contention is that if the board 
performed any essential functions, 
they were functions of the Federal 
Government. 

There are five members of the board. 
Charles W. Jannicky is the President 
and the other members are Jeremiah 
O’Connor, Everett N. Price, George P. 
Donovan and John J. McCarthy. The 
Port Wardens receive no salary from 
the State, but collect fees, which they 
are empowered to retain. 

It would seem by the enactment of 
1921 that all doubt as to the right, 
power and authority of the wardens 


to enter upon any vessel and inspect 
it, whether or no they were notified

It appears 
that the law as it existed from 1858 
to 1921 provided that consignees and 
agents of ships atid cargoes were free 
to dispense with surveys if they chose, 
subject, however, to a ruling that if a 
survey was desired it should be made 
by the port wardens. 


Change Made in 1921. 


“The Legislature changed this by 
wtriking from the statutes the words 
‘on’ being» notified and requested by 
any of the parties in interest,’ and the 
question is now as to whether the 
statute as it now reads, evidently au- 
thorizing surveys by the port wardens 
without notification or request, is con- 
stitutional,’”’ the opinion continues. 

It holds that the law provides for 
an official inspection, under the au- 


thority of the State, of damaged car- 
goes and damaged ships. It adds that 
to the extent it might be considered 
as a on of commerce State 
legislation would have to give way 
in the event of legislation by Congress 
upon the same subject, but that that 
condition has not arisen. 

There is no chargé upon every ship, 
nor is there any charge when no ser- 
vice is performed,” the Attorney Gen- 
eral concludes. “It is not a’ sovereign 
exaction, nor a tax for entering the 
port, as in the Louisiana cases. I am 
of the opinion that the port wardens 
of the Port of New York may lawfully 
visit and examine, within their discre- 
tion, any vessel for the purposes speci- 
fied in the law (Chapter 405, Laws of 
1857), as amended by Chapter 202, 
Laws of 1921, and that such statutes 
do not contravene any provision of the 
Constitution of the United States or of 
the Federal Statutes.’’ 

In the Louisiana cases the question 
was whether the State was authorized 
to impose a fee on all vessels, 
less of whether a survey was e by 
the port wardens.

WELCOMES INQUIRY 


Suggests Welfare Department 
Be Investigated by Experts 
of Medical Societies. 


HIS REMOVAL EXPECTED 


— Friends Report Tammany 
as Favoring Changes to Help 
City Administration. 





Bird S. Coler, Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Welfare, who was rebuked sharply 
by Mayor Walker in Monday’s meeting 
of the Committee of the Whole of the 
Board of Bstimate for his manage- 
ment of improvements at the Kings 
County Hospital, indicated yesterday 
that he had no present intention to 
resign his office. 

Replying to a direct question whether 
he would relinquish his commissioner- 
ship, Mr. Coler simply said: “I have 
not been asked to resign.”’ 

The Commissioner’s attention was 
called to the fact that the Mayor, the 


Controller and the President of the 
Board of Aldermen, controlling jointly 
nine of the sixteen votes in the Board 
of Estimate, had declared they would 
vote no more money for the mainte- 
mance of the Welfare Department so 
long as he remained at its head. He 
only shook his head and referred to a 
pre statement which he had 
given out as his sole reply to the 
Mayor’s criticisms and also to re- 
porters’ questions. 


Will Welcome Inquiry. 


In his statement the Commissioner 
said he would welcome any investiga- 
tion conducted by competent medical 
authority, intimating that the Board 
of Estimate, only one member of 
Berry—is a physi- 
cian, is not so well qualified as are 
medical men to pass upon the effi- 


‘i ciency or inefficiency of the adminis- 


tration of the various hospitals under 
his jurisdiction. In his statement he 
sai .

“This department has nothing to con- 
ceal and stands upon its record for 
the last nine and one-half years.

meetings have been held regularly by 
the Medical Board of Kings County 
Hospital monthly with the exception 
of July and August; at none of these 
meetings has a single case been re- 
ported concerning the neglect of a pa- 
tient in the hospital due to hospital 
management.

The Planters’ Attitude. 


“One asks, naturally, why in the 
South, where the Episcopal Church 
wes established by local law in every 
colony, as. it*was not in the North, 
the members of that Church were not 
so inclined to embrace the 
cause. The reason is not very obscure. 
Many planters, strong in their passion 
for local self-government; fearful of 
loss of their claims to western lands, 
or, perhaps, only deeply in debt to 
English creditors, turned a rebellious 
face both to the King and the Bishop 
of London, their spiritual head of the 
Esteblished Church. 

“In Virginia, even the Anglican 
cle did not so generally hasten to 
the King’s banner, as was the case in 
the Northern. Colonies. Perhaps the 
loss was not great, for idle curates ana 
fox-hunting parsons were too common, 
and they were often charged with loose 
living and ungodly conversation. The 
same cheracter was attributed to the 
Maryland clergy. 

“Of 100 Episcopal ministers in Vir- 
ginia, eleven were ardent enough in 
the patriot cause to become members 
of Committees of Safety, one became 
‘a Major General and another repres 
sented his: counutry in-the- House of 
Burgesses. Thirty-four others at least 
got the repute of being patriots. Thir- 
teen, of whom Jonathan Boucher was 
the most famous, went openly to the 
royal side, and thirty-nine so carefully 
concealed their conVictions that history 
may not array them with either side. 


Clergymen Joined Revolt. 


“In South Carolina, as in Virginia, 
the Anglican Churchmen, though often 
graduates of Oxford, who had come 
over the sea as adventurers hungry for 
benefices, joined as a rule the Revolu- 
tionary cause. Indeed, in Charleston, 
most of the‘leaders of the Revolution 
were members of old St. Philip’s, the 
Anglican Church. Under its lofty 
arches, looking every Sabbath upon 
‘the sepulchral monuments of South 
|Carolina’s early royal Governors, sat 
Gadsden, the Laurens, father and son; 
the Pinckneys, the Rutledges, the Mid- 
dietons and William Johnson, rebels 
all in the eyes of King George, 
in St. Michael’s Church sat Lynch and 
William Drayton and another Pinck- 
ney, leaders of the struggle for inde- 
pendence. 

‘“‘While Anglican Church members in 
North and South took different lines 
of conduct in the Revolution, the Pres- 
byterians and Congregationalists of 
either section were against the King’s 
couse. In South Carolina their influ- 
ence was wholly against the King, and 
one minister, John Harris, boldly 
preached - revolutionary principles to 
his congregation, taking his gun into 
the puplpit and suspending his powder 
horn from his neck. ' He’ boasted that 
every man in his flock was a*Whig. 

“In New. England.there was no doubt. 
where the Dissenters stood. Ezra 
Stiles estimates that there were about 
600 Presbyterian and Congregationalist 
Churches in its four provinces, and 
most of them ‘spirited their godly 
hearers to the most violent opposition 
to Government.’ Sedition followed from 
the pulpits, lamented Gage.

Quanowahu, New York-Long Beach Winner, Unlikely ‘to Race at 
Detroit, Butfalo.or Melrose After Pavement Grind—Daties as 
Priest in Snake Dance May Prevent Olympic Entry. 





Quanowahu, the Hopi Indian who 
won the Long Beach maratbon in sen- 
sational style Sunday; received three 
invitations yesterday to run in other 
marathons. One came from Detroit 
for the annual Auto-City run on May 
29, one from Buffalo for the race there 


on May 30 and the other from Melrose, 
Mass., for the De Mar Day ten-mile 
event. Mike Kirk, the A. A. U. Com- 
missioner for Arizona, who is Quano- 
wahu’s manager, said: last night: that 
is was unlikely the Hopi would accept 
any of the invitations. 

Kirk said that Quanowahu had such 
badly blistered feet that he would 
hardly be in shape. for any races as 
close as the three named. He added 
that — — had accomplished a 
spartan achievement in running .with 
blistered feet Sunday. Since the race 
the Hopi has been able to get around 
only very painfully and he has: not 
donned footgear. The causes of the 
trouble were the strange tennis shoes 
the men had to wear and the unyield- 
ing pavements over which they had to 
travel. Neither such shoes nor such 
pavements had ever been seen by the 
Indians, who had been East for only 
a few days. 

Pohoquaptewa, Quanowahu’s tribal 
brother, had to drop out of Sunday’s 
race due to blistered feet and gasoline 
fumes. Lino, an Acoma Indian, fin- 
ished, but collapsed at the line. Shack, 
a Zuni, also was forced out of the race 
because of blistered feet. All four of 
the Indians have been much restricted 
since because of this and have :not 
left their rooms at the Hotel Nassau 
at Long Beach much. °

S the moment approaches for Jack Sharkey and 

A’ Jimmy Maloney to climb through the ropes and 

start their fourth assault on each other the lack 

of public agreement as to the ultimate winner is dis- 

tinctly noticeable. ‘The fight fans are puzzled and the 
experts are in a quandary. 

Most of the Boston fans who saw the three Collisions 
between these two heavyweights in the Hubtown area 
believe that Edward James Maloney will be the victor. 
It may be that the wish is father to the thought with 
them. Maloney is the fair-haired boy of Boston. Shar- 
key had a clear advantage in one of the Boston fights, 
the last one, and took the second fight on a foul. 

But the Boston fans think that Maloney will win just 
the same.

Hurroar for the 
new Boston Strong Boy!” 

Nor did Jimmy lose his popularity when he lost the 
last decision to Sharkey. His supporters agreed that he 
was a sick man and should not have been in the ring 
that night. When Jimmy waltzed through DeKuh, 
Diener and Persson and outpointed Jack Delaney, Bos- 
ton declared a day of public rejoicing. 


Jack Sharkey Files an Appeal. 


All this has been very distasteful to Jack Sharkey and 
Jack has not hésitated to speak for himself. Says he: 

“Why am I looked upon as an outlander? I beat Ma- 
loney fairly and squarely yet he gets the votes and I 
get the raspberry. I'm just as much a Boston boy as 
he is. Sure I was born in New York State but I was 
brought up in Boston. Do you have to be Irish to get 
a cheer in your own town? I've played fair with every- 
body in and out of the ring. I don’t drink; I save my 
money, I take care of my family. What’s wrong with 
that picture? You tell me and I'll pay for the answer. 
Or I'll make Maloney pay for it.” 

In all fairness, it should be said that, as far as the 
fighters have gone, Sharkey has the better record and 
deserves the larger share of glory. 

It was Jack Sharkey who stepped into the ring with 
Harry Wills when all other fighters persisted in ducking 
the dark warrior. As it turned out, Wills was through, 
but nobody knew that until Sharkey proved it and it 
took courage to prove it. Sharkey has that in plenty 
and a turn of speed to go with it. 


With the Help of the Navy. 


It’s an odd thing that Jimmy Maloney, an ex-soldier, 
has had practically an all-sailor training staff for his 
match against a former heavyweight champion of the 
United States Navy. 

Maloney’s closest friend—his “Fidus Achates” to be 
classical—is Honeyboy Finnegan, former featherweight 
champion of the navy. His trainer is Phil Schlossberg, 
former heavyweight champion of the navy, and his 
leading sparring partner is Ernie Schaaf, the rising 
young New Jersey heavyweight who also won highest 
honors in pugilism in navy circles. 

Another sparring partner, Ted Coolidge, was also a 





sailor. Perhaps Sharkey will think that even the navy 
has deserted him, but that won't disconcert the man who

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THE QUEBEC ELECTION. 

Monday’s general election in the 
Province of Quebec was of special 
interest to Americats because a 
great cry was raised over the invest- 
ment of American capital in Canada. 
This was made one of the chief is- 
gues of the contest. The Conserva- 
tives opposed Premier TASCHEREAU 
on the ground that he was turning 
over to foreigners too many of the 
matural resources of the Province. 
Apparently the hope was by appeal- 
ing to the fear of American “ finan- 
cial penetration,” and ringing the 
changes on American greed, to re- 
peat the success of the Conserva- 
tives in 1911 when they defeated Sir 
WILFRID LAURIER on the issue of 
reciprocity with the United States. 
Certainly they had material enough 
for electoral alarm. Look at Can:- 
dian forests, rapidly being turned 
into wood pulp by American com- 
panies. Look at the vast water 
power of the Province, being elec- 
trically harnessed by Americans to 
manufacture aluminum. Just run 
over the immense investments of 
American money in Canada. Wus 
it not time for the citizens of Quebec 
to awake, arise, or be forever fallen? 

The answer of the voters was in 
geeming agreement with Premier 
TASCHEREAU’S argument that, in- 
stead of being frightened at Ameri- 
can capital, more of it should be 
sought. It is needed for the devel- 
opment of Canadian resources; while 
in all concessions made and con- 
tracts drafted the rights of Cana- 
dians are fully safeguarded. That 
this is true a great host of American 
investors and companies doing busi- 
ness in Canada could testify.. In the 
event, it was clear that the bozy 
get up by the Conservatives amused 
the Quebec voters more than it ter- 
rified them.

CRIMINAL SYNDICALISM. 

In two cases of conviction uncer 
the California Syndicalism act the 
Supreme Court has sustained the 
constitutionality of that statute, 
which defines criminal syndicalism 
as “ any doctrine or precept advocat- 
“ing, teaching or aiding and abet- 
“ting .the commission of crime, 
“ sabotage or unlawful acts of force 
“and violence or unlawful methods 
“of terrorism as a means of accom- 
“ plishing change in industrial own- 
“ership and control or effecting any 
“ political change.” Any person or- 
ganizing or belonging to any organi- 
zation formed to teach, advocate or 
aid and abet criminal syndicalism 
commits a felony. 

In both these cases ‘of reaffirmed 
conviction, especially in one, there 
were circumstances of indicated er- 
ror into which the Supreme Court 
could not inquire. Had any rights 
guaranteed by the Federal Constitu- 
tion been denied to the defendants? 
Did the California statute deny the 
“equal protection of the laws,” vio- 
late due process of law by restrain- 
ing freedom of speech and associa- 
tion? The Court held that the act 
was not class legislation. As to free- 
dom of speech, the Court repeated, 
in effect, the old “‘ fundamental prin- 
ciple ” that constitutional freedom of 
speech and of the press gives no 
absolute right or license to speak or 
write anything that one chooses. As 
Mr. Justice SANFORD said in the Git- 
low case in 1925: 

That a State in the exercise of its 
police power may punish those who 
abuse this freedom by utterances 
inimical to the public welfare, tend- 
ing to corrupt public morals, incite 
to crime or disturb the public peace, 
is not open to question. 

What is the permissible restriction 

on free speech? Here arises a dif- 
ference in social theory and philoso- 
phy rather than a question of law; 
or, rather, the application of the law 
to the case in hand is conditioned 
by the general social philosophy of 
the Judge. Mr. Justice BRANDEIS 
and Mr. Justice HOLMES dissent, as 
they have consistently dissented for 
some years, from the majority of the 
Court in regard to limitations on 
free speech and proper protection 
from illegal agitation. In 1919, in 
the first case carried to the Su- 
preme Court under the Espionage 
act, Mr. Justice HOLMES uttered the 
then opinion of the whole Court: 
. The question in every case is 
whether the words used are used in 
such circumstances and are of such 
@ nature’ as to create a clear and 
present danger that they will bring 
about the substantive evils that 
Congress has a right to prevent. 

In some subsequent decisions the 
majority did not follow this test. 
Convictions were upheld on what 
seemed to Mr. Justice BRANDEIS and 
Mr. Justice HOLMES merely evidence 
of a roundabout.and distant ten- 
dency in the words complained of 
to promote violence. Mr. Justice 
HOLMES now joins Mr. Justice BRAN- 
DEIS in saying that: 

Fear of serious injury cannot alone 
justify suppression of free speech 
and assembly. Even imminent dan- 
ger cannot justify resort to the pro- 
hibition of these functions, essen- 
tial to effective democracy, unless 
‘the evil apprehended is relatively 
‘serious. I am unable to assent to. 
the suggestion in the-opinion of the 
Court that assembling with a polit- 

ical party formed to advocate the 
desirability of a proletarian revolu- 
tion by mass action at some date 
necessarily far in the future is not 
a right within ihe protection of the 


dy Fourteenth Amendment.

JOHN HANCOCK’S BACKGROUND. 

WILLIAM HALE THOMPSON’S sec- 
ond War of Independence against a 
fifth King Grorce-is, being imper- 
iled by dagger thrusts in the back. 
It is only a short crow’s-flight from 
recently redeemed Chicago to the 
university campus at Ann Arbor, 
from which a teacher of history has 
gone forth to practice disloyalty: in 
the foeman’s own. country. Last 
week Professor VAN TYNE lectured 
in the House of Lords. In return, 
no doubt, for vast quantities of 
British gold, he paid his. respects -to 
the “Hearsts, Hylans and Hirsh- 
fields” who labored so zealously: to 
keep the old hate-fires burning in 
the schoolbooks on American his- 
tory. On Monday at Birmingham 
University the academic Benedict 
Arnold from Ann Arbor cast all 
pretense to the winds and expatiated 
on the smuggling enterprises of 
JOHN HANCOCK. That speech, de- 
livered in time, would have made 
the Thompson majority in Chicago a 
round half million. 

Along with raucous outcries from 
the Drainage Canal calling for Pro- 
fessor VAN TYNE’S impeachment, 
there is sure to come, from other 
quarters, the sound of jubilation. 
Hats will be thrown into the air and 
welkins will be made to ring by the 
“debunkers.” They are being vin- 
dicated by the professional profes- 
sors. Get out the vacuum cleaners 
for a second try at the plaster 
images, for this is what Professor 
VAN TYNE has to say: 

Little smugglers only envied the 
volume of the smuggling enterprises 

of JoHN Hancock and other great 
merchants. No blush of shame came 
to the patriotic cheeks of the mem- 
bers of the first Continental Con- 
gress when one of them declared, 
Aany gentlemen in this room know 
how to bring in goods, sugars and 
others, without paying duties.”’ 

Nevertheless, there is a difference 
to be noted between the Michigan 
professor’s detailed account of JOIIN 
HANCOCK’S operations and the crisp 
debunkins formula that JOHN HAN- 
COCK was a smuggler. The latter 
statement is intended to suggest 
that far from being a high-minded 
patriot the first of all Signers was 
addicted to shady trade practices. 
The Michigan scholar’s narrative 
leaves HANCOCK in good patriotic 
standing. HANCOCK was doing what 
everybody else in the Colonies was 
doing; and a man who goes along 
with the great majority of his coun- 
trymen is a fairly good patriot. The 
British revenue laws were a dead 
letter. The income did not defray 
one-quarter of the cost of collec- 
tion. The Colonies were engaged 
in practicing nullification, and HAN- 
COCK was one of the chief nullifiers. 

It is hard to say who is guilty of 
the graver distortion of history: the 
Rotary Club orator who weaves 
halos about JOHN HANCOCK’s brow, 
or the debunker who remarks that 
JOHN HANCOCK was a smuggler, 
omitting to state that everybody 
else in America was smuggling, and 
that smuggler could not have meant 
what we are invited to think it 
means. 


THE PALISADES PARK BEQUEST. 


Passing by technicalities which 
delayed the application of that 
clause in the will of the late Mr. 
WILLIAM O. ALLISON bequeathing a 
large portion of his estate for the 
development of the region in the 
neighborhood of the Palisades Inter- 
state Park, the public will welcome 
the news that a sum now reported 
to amount to nearly $3,000,000 will 
be turned over by his executors and 
used for enlarging and improving 
that beautiful and useful region. 
New Yorkers have come to use the 
Palisades Park in ever-increasing 
numbers. At the same time New 
Jersey residents in that neighbor- 
hood will find any improvement of 
the park a direct benefit to them. 
It was a fine spirit which prompted. 
Mr. ALLISON to make this bequest. 

From the fact that Mr. ALLISON 
had bought numerous tracts of land 
near the edge of the park on top of 
the Palisades it is to be inferred that 
he had in mind the advisability of 
adding lands to the park in that re- 
gion. At present most of the ter- 
ritory owned in the southern section 
of the park is below the cliff. It 
has been suggested‘ that several ex- 
cellent approaches could be made 
were more land acquired: on ‘top. 
Parts of this area are highly desir- 
able for park uses. — 

Great as is the need of more trails 
and various service facilities such as 
restaurants, acquisition of more 
lands remains the principal desider- 
atum of ‘the Palisades. This is in 
the nature of a capital investment. 
The time element is important, since’ 
experience has shown that each 
year’s delay in buying park lands 
means an increase in the amount 
that has to be paid for them. The

value of parks.

THE “D’S” OF DRUNKENNESS. 

Not, all the proceedings of the 
American Medical Association at, 
Washington are as solemn and me- 
chanical as a Presidential address.or 
@ paper too technically scientific for 
the vulgar. Sometimes a gleam of 
humor bursts through. This was the 
case in the description of the new 
chemical test for drunkenness, re- 
ported on by Dr. BoGEN of the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati. Various stand- 
ards have been set up by the police 
and by magistrates’ courts. But 
most of them relate to the suspected 
man’s ability to walk straight or 
talk straight. Now these, in com- 
mon with HARRY LAUDER’s proof of 
being ‘a’ richt,” are superseded by 
an apparatus, simple yet severe, to 
measure exactly the amount of alco- 
hol. which. may have been absorbed 
by the body. It is determined by a 
sample of the breath passed through 
a solution of potassium dichromate 
which changes color from yellow to 
green in accordance with the alco- 
holic percentage. 

Naturally, a scale of intoxication 
has been devised to record the pro- 
portion of alcohol, but Dr. BOGEN 
has attached to it some insinuating 
phrases as well as figures. Thus 
when a person reveals less than one- 
tenth of 1 per cent. of alcohol, he is 
set down as “dry and decent.” Be- 
tween one-tenth and two-tenths per 
cent. he is described as “ delighted 
and devilish.” Mark him up to three- 
tenths per cent. and he becomes 
“ delinquent and disgusting.” Push 
on to four-tenths per cent. and the 
label is “‘ dizzy and delirious.” From 
that we pass on to five-tenths per 
cent., where we get “dazed and de- 
jected,” while above one-half of 1 
per cent. the verdict is “dead 
drunk.” These alliterative tests have 
been applied in traffic court trials 
in Cincinnati. In over 500 cases, 
mostly of taxicab drivers, the sever- 
ity of the sentence for driving while 
intoxicated depended upon the use 
of Dr. BOGEN’s scale, if not of his 
adjectives. .

THE ITALIAN HOSPITAL. 

The present site of the Italian 
Hospital, on the low cliff overlook- 
ing the East River and out upon the 
Carl Schurz Park at one end of the 
plot extending from Eighty-third to 
Eighty-fourth Street, is as eligible 
for a hospital as could well be found 
anywhere on Manhattan Island. It 
is to be hoped that it may be kept 
for the larger hospital which it is 
now planned to build. ‘The little 
building now there does not stand as 
high above the water as does Sor- 
rento on its rocky palisade, nor has 
it such a sweep of sea and land as 
Sorrento has across the Bay of 
Naples, though it must often have 
upon its mearer Long Island horizon 
the suggestion of the smoke or 
flame of Vesuvius, but it has a fair 
prospect across the tip end of Wel- 
fare Island. It is not far from “Little 
Italy” and looks toward the Italy 
which has been mother to many of 
the patients. 

An effort is now being made to 
raise $2,000,000—a million for the 
new buildings needed and a million 
as a maintenance and. sustaining 
fund. It is proposed to construct a 
modern building with 225 beds and 
with such equipment as hospital sci- 
ence considers necessary. Special 
provision is to be made for children: 
and for a maternitydepartment. Em- 


‘phasis is also put upon the facilities 


for X-ray emergency use seven days 
in the week. All this is intended 
primarily for those of Italian birth 


‘or descent, and doubtless most of 


the contributions will come from the 
Italian population of .New York, 
which now exceeds the inhabitants 
of Rome. But as the hospital’s ser- 
vice will be extended to all in need, 
and especially those in the neigh- 
borhood, so the gifts should comie 
generously from others to aid the 
Italians in adding this modern hos- 
pital to New York City’s, growing 
accommodations for the sick.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Bootleggers may 
make fabulous 
profits, but the Su- 
preme Court has 
now decided that 
they must pay their taxes just the 
same as less favored mortals. It was 
fitting that Mr. Justice Ho_MEs, with 
his mordant humor, should have been 
the one to write the opinion of the 
court. In general, it is that the fact 
that a business is not lawful does not 
exempt it from paying taxes which if 
lawful it would have to pay. 

In the case before the court an al- 
leged bootlegger had refused to make 
any return at all of his illicit income. 
That is where the decision of the court 
gets him. He is compelled by law to 
make a return.. This he cannot avoid 
by the plea, tacit or avowed, that the 
money he made was made in crime, 
and that he would thus be deprived of 
the protection of the Fifth Amend- 
ment of the Constitution of the United 
States, which provides that no person 
“shall be compelled in any criminal 
case to be a witness against himself.” 
Justice Hotmes held that while the 
Fifth Amendment is elastic there is 
such a thing as “stretching it too far,” 
and that this had been attempted for 
the accused bootlegger. | 

Then there was tne argument that 
the bootlegger might have been en- 
titled to toHliow the usual rule of de- 
ducting the “expenses” of his busi- 
ness. That these were illegal, covering 
probably such matters as ‘bribery of 
officials, does not alter the law. Justice 
Hotmes declared that this considera- 
tion did not enter into the case; and 
he added quietly that it would be time 
for the court to take up that question 
“when a taxpayer has ‘the temerity to 
raise it.” It is safe to say that this 
challenge to the bootlegger’s civic 
courage will not be accepted.

His people have always been. good 
runners. It is not uncommon for a 
Hopi farmer to travel twelve or fif- 
teen miles to his corn patch and back 
in a day, and to do this day in and out. 
Unlike his neighbor the Navajo, he 
does not use horses but goes on his 
own lightly shod feet. Thus from an 
early age he is trained to cover dis- 
tance—and covers it at a speed which 
would be trying to most white men. 

His climate is at the same time kind 
and cruel. So scant'is the rain-that 
he has trouble in raising his few ears 
of colored corn and his desert beans 
and squashes. But it is also one of 
the most invigorating and healthful 
climates in the‘ world, sunny through- 
out the’ year, with ‘a cold, dry Winter 
and a Summer relieved by cool nights. 

The Hopis are true children of the 
desert. Although they long since 
ceased to be nomads, they have not 
acquired that softness which the des- 
ert tribes of Arabia say makes the 
weakness of the settled peoples’ who 
have become farmers in the oases. 
Even New Yorkers in such a climate, 
if they had to travel twenty-four miles 
afoot to and from their work each day, 
might acquire more endurance than 
have those who survive the daily ordeal 
of the subway. 

Visitors to New 
York who waat 
to. go to. the 
theatre are aot 
much more han- 
dicapped in their effort to get’ tickets 
at’ box office prices than residents. 
They are, -however; more vociferous in 
their complaints at being gouged. New 
Yorkers will be properly grateful if the 
party of Washingtonians who were 
asked to pay from $2 to $10 more than 
the box office price accomplish any 
kind of reform by shouting their 
grievance. 

They appealed to Federal officials, 
but there is now no law against 
pricing theatre tickets as high as the 
speculator wills. If he thinks he can 
get a hundred dollavs for tickets to a 
popular show there is no legal hin- 
drance. His price list is governed by 
his judgment of what he can get. 

In one respect only does the Govern- 
ment, interfere with his demand for 
absurdly high prices. If he charges 
more than 50 cents above the box of- 
fice price, half of the surcharge must 
be paid as tax to the Internal Revenue 
agents. 

Ticket inulin are not noted for 
the neatness and careful auditing of 
their books. Some sort of record they 
must keep, for their little offices, 
shared with bootblacks and hat cfean- 
ers, are occupied now by one clerk 
and now by another. It will take 
weeks of investigation before it can be 
known whether they have paid the tax 
they owe. Still, the mere fact of Fed- 
eral investigation may have a dis- 
couraging effect on the hole-in-the- 
wall ticket men.

WESTERN TARIFF IDEAS. 


Readjustment Favored by Many, 
According to One Republican. . 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Many of us Western Republicans fee} 
that the present tariff is too high in 
some schedules and ought to be scaled 
downward either by Congress or by the 
President upon a Tariff Commission 
report under the flexible provision of 
the law. Again, there are items in the 
duty-free section which ought to re- 
ceive at least some protection—notably, 
copper ores and lumber, including 
shingles. In these latter industries 
there is no ‘‘prosperity.’”’ We believe 
in an equitable distribution of protec- 
tion and not in special privileges to 
certain classes. No tariff, which at 
best and plainly speaking is an indi- 
rect tax, should be ever any higher 
than the difference between the costs 
of manufacturing or production at 
home and abroad. We think there 
should be an American tariff never 
any higher than that differential, and 
there should be equality to all pro- 
ducers and — or privileged favors 
to none. 

Let me — that the Western 
farmers have missed the target in 
seeking much-needed -relief... They too 
are selfish in wanting special ‘ privi- 
leges through Government aid. Two 
wrongs do not, make a right. 

The Administration says it will not 
go into the business of buying and 
holding farm produce, but that it is 
willing to lend its credit to the extent 
of $250,000,000 for that purpose. This 
is surely a distinction without a dif- 
ference. Bither buying and holding 
direct or loaning money for that. pur- 
pose is the same thing, so far as Gov- 
ernment paternalism is concerned, es- 
pecially where the only collateral as 
security for the loan is the farm prod- 
uct itself. The farmers, to get relief 
for themselves and others under like 
predicaments, should devote their. en- 
ergies and arguments to an equaliza- 
tion of the tariff, rather than become 
seekers after Government favoritism, 
which they so violently condemn in 
others.

Philanthropist. Merchant and 
Banker Stricken on Train 
at Gallup, N. M. 


HIS CAREER LIKE ROMANCE 


Native of East Side, Who Began 
Work at 12, Made Fortune 
by Winning Friends. 


Announcement ‘was made last night 
of the death on Monday at Gallup, 
N, M., of Leo L. Doblin, retired New 
York merchant and banker, one of the 
original partners in Stein, Doblin & 
Co. and later head of Leo L. Doblin & 
Co., 443 Fourth Avenue. 

He went to Beverley Hills, Cal., sev- 
eral months ago for his health and 
Was on the way home when his ill- 
ness caused him to be removed from 
the train at Gallup. He had been suf- 
fering from heart disease for two 
months. 

Mr. Doblin was 51 years old last No- 
vem ber. 

For the last “two years Mr. Doblin 
had devoted himself almost entirely to 
philanthropy, two of his chief inter- 
ests being the Hospital for Joint Dis- 
eases and the Mineola Home for Car- 
diac Children, of which he was di- 
rector. A charity that he founded is 
the Direct Relief Association, “de- 
signed to do direct charitable relief 
work where it is most needed.”’ 

He said some timie ago that through 
this organization he expected to 
“reach the peak in proving my theory 
that making friends is one of the most 
important things in life by enlisting 
their aid in this new enterprise, and 
already more than 90 per cent. of my 
friends have signified their willingness 
to stand by me and enable me to make 
this work a real success.”’ 

To his capacity for making friends 
Mr. Doblin attributed his success in 
life. He was comparatively unknown 
to the public until he gave a birthday 
dinner in November, 1925, at the Ritz 
Carlton at a reputed total cost of §42,- 
000 for 280 guests. An intimate friend 
said last night that the dinner did not 
cost more than a third of this amount, 
but the figure was accepted by sev- 
eral newspapers at the time and led 
to Mr. Doblin’s being asked for the 
story of his career. 

An east side boy, born within a 
stone’s throw of Cooper Union, he had 
to leave public school at 12 and go to 
work. “I started with a lace and em- 
broidery firm at $3 a week, for which 
I lit the fire in the morning, swept 
floors, greeted callers and performed a 
hundred other chores,’’ he said to re- 
porters. ‘‘At the end of two years I 
was getting $3.50, but I didn’t spend it 
all. We lived in Harlem, and cents 
@ week went for the daily car ride to 
Broome Street and back. The rest I 
gave to my mother.’’ 

An 1905 I went into business for my- 
self. You might call what happened 
@ commercial romance, for with $20,- 
000 capital we made séveral million 
dollars in a competitive business, the 
importation of laces and embroideries. 
In 1916 I left this firm, Stein, Doblin 
& Co., and formed Leo L. Doblin & 
Co., commercial bankers.’’ It was ow- 
ing to my friends who stood by me in 
my business ventures that I was able 
to achieve success.”’ 

In September, 1924, Mr. Doblin sent 
Commissioner of Accounts Hirshfield 
a check for $625 to reimburse the em- 
ployes in the Commissioner’s office 
whose expense accounts had been held 
up by Controller Craig in the course 
of an investigation by the Controller.

COOLIDGE HOLDS ALOOF 
IN THIRD-TERM FLURRY 


Bat ‘Parties Close to President 
Say He Did Not Sign the Protest 
Against Roosevelt in 1912. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 17.—There was 
nothing forthcoming from the White 
House today relative to the statement 
made by Michael O’Shea of Worcester, 


Mass., that in 1912 President Coolidge 
had signed a petition to the United 
States Senate. protes against @ 
third term for Theodore velt. 

The impression has been created 
that President Coolidge intends to pre- 
serve silence this allega- 
tion, which was brought to public at- 
tention more than a week ago; and to- 
day efforts to abtain a statement from 
the President again proved fruitless. 

Some of those close to the President 
said that, no matter what Mr. 
Coolidge’s views on a third: term dur- 
ing the Bull Moose revolt in.1912, he 
did not sign such a petition. One view 
expressed here is that he may be keep- 
ing silent now with the intention of 
making use of this incident later in a 
forcible way. 

The thing that appears to be clearest 
is that the President is not talking to 
anybody about the report that he was 
opposed to a third Presidential term 
fifteen years ago. 

It was made known at the White 

House that publication of statements 
that the President had ignoréd ques- 
tions submitted to him in writing by 
newspaper men at the semi-weekly 
White House press “‘conferences’’ was 
not in accord with the rules governing 
the conferences. 
It was held that for a newspaper to 
print that the President had failed to 
answer certain questions broke down 
the spirit of the press conference and 
appeared to the ident to be con- 
trary to his understanding of the rules 
governing the conferences.

REVVES As HILLES SPEAKS 


National Committeeman and Ward 
Urge Active Party Work at West- 
chester Club, Luncheon. 


Mrs. Medill McCormick, daughter of 
Mark Hanna and widow of the late 
United States Senator from Iilinois, 
fainted yesterday afternoon in the 
middie of a speech she was making to 
about 800 members of the Westchester 
County Women’s Republican Club, at 
a luncheon in the grand bailroom of 
the Hotel Commodore. 

Congressman J. Mayhew Wainwright 
of Rye, who had been sitting beside 
her at the guest table at which were 
some of the most prominent men and 
women Republicans in the State, 
caught her as she fell. She had been 
speaking for nearly fifteen minutes 
when she paused a moment, and said, 
**T’m going to faint.”’ 

Mr. Wainwright carefully lowered 
Mrs. McCormick to the floor and sev- 
eral women tried to revive her. Fail- 
ing to.do so, and as there was no phy- 
sician available, Mrs. McCormick was 
carried into an adjoining room, where 
an assistant of Dr. Albert R. Lamb of 
108 East Seventy-seventh Street, re- 
vived her. She said she had suffered 
a slight attack of colitis. Mrs. McCor- 
mick remained in the room about two 
hours before returning to the Ritz, 
where, she is stopping. 

Meanwhile Charlies D. Hilles, 
tional Committeeman, suggested to 
Mrs. T. Channing Moore, President of 
the club, that he address the audience, 
and Mrs. Moore announced: ‘Mr. 
Hilles has suggested that while efforts 
are being made to revive Mrs. McCor- 
mick, I introduce him and he will go 
on with his speech. I think this is a 
fine thing for Mr. Hilles to do.” 


Value of Women in Party. 


In her address Mrs. McCormick, who 
is National Committeewoman from Il- 
linois, expressed her pleasure at being 
present at such a gathering. “Out in 
Illinois,”’ she said, “‘we women have 
to meet in the woods and have to 
scurry around the corner when we 
see the ward boss coming. We feel 
greatly elated out there when we win 
some little township victory, which is 
about all we are able to win.” 

She said that the men had been slow 
in realizing tthe value that women 
might be to a political party, and had 
not realized the real ability of women 
in organizing, and organ cheaply. 
Both the men and the women. had 
made bad mistakes in the past, she 
said, and had, therefore, failed in their 
attempts to build up and strengthen 
their organizations.

Detectives Admit They Have No 
Clue to Identity of Man Who 
Killed 12-Year-Old Girl. 


30 SUSPECTS QUESTIONED 


All Give Satisfactory Alibis— 


Theatre Ticket Seller Saw 
Child With a Man. 


Detectives seeking the assailant of 
12-year-old Yetta Abramowitz of 8383 
East 165th Street, who died Saturday 
night after she had been beaten and 
strangled on the roof of 1,013 Simpson 
Street, the. Bronx, admitted their fail- 
ure yesterday to make progress. The 
three days’ hunt has Jeft the detectives 
just where they began. They are 
without any tangible clue to the iden- 
tity of the girl’s slayer after question- 
ing more than thirty suspects. 

For a time last night it looked as 
though an arrest mignt be made when 
District Attorney John EB. McGeehan 
dispatched several investigators t> 
question a former ticket taker at a 
neighborhood moving picture theatre, 
who had been twice arrested and ac- 
quitted on the charge of corrupting 
the morals of minors. He was able 
to furnish the police mare a‘ complete 
alibi. 

Mrs. Fannie Katz of 1,025 Aldus 
Street,. cashier of a moving picture 
theatre at 1,028 Southern Boulevard, 
the Bronx, told detectives she had 


recognized a picture of the slain girl 
in a newspaper and remembered hav- 
ing seen her with a man who bought 
two tickets at the Saturday afternoon 
performance. According to Mrs. Katz, 
the man, of medium height, with dark 
hair and smooth shaven, wearing a 
tan raincoat, came to the theatre 
shortly before 4 in the afternoon. 
He purchased the two tickets, while 
a little girl stood about five feet 
away from the box office. She told 
the police it seemed to her the little 
girl knew the man. This information, 
however, led nowhere.

When the pistols were taken to Head- 
quarters the two that were found on 
the floor of the car were recognized 


as police weapons. Through the num- 
bers they were traced to Traffic 
Patrolman Jason Decker and Patrol- 
man Louis Chisholm of the West 135th 
Street Station. The patrolmen were 
uestioned by Inspector Coughlin. 

ey said that while they had carried 
the pistols for a time, they had traded 
them back to John Jovino, who has a 
police equipment supply establishment 
opposite Headquarters in Centre Mar- 
ket Place for more modern weapons. 
Jovino’s books verified these state- 
ment, and he said that he had no 
record of the weapons having been 
sold again and that they must have 
been stolen from his place. 

The pistols having failed to furnish 
a clue to the murderers the detec- 
tives centred attention on Philip 
Ecker, who gave his address as the 
Forsyth Baths at 99 Forsyth Street, 
a short distance from the restaurant 
in which the shooting occurred. Ecker 
said that about thirty-five minutes be- 
fore the shooting he had driven in a 
rented car to a restaurant at Avenue 
B and Tenth Street, and that while he 
was there the car was stolen. This 
was the car in which Concolia was 
found by a patrolman. 


Reported Theft of Car. 

Ecker told the police that he re- 
ported the disappearance of the car by 
telephone to headquarters, and the 
record verified this statement. The 
police said Ecker’s statements had 
been checked up and found correct. 
He was still being questioned by de-

A Russian Affair..

A peculiarly" amateurish picture 
called ‘‘Tatjana” is having. its day at 
the Fifth: Avenue Playhouse. It is 
a: Ufa production: that was made at 
least four years’ ago, and’ although 
it is filled with absurdities that might 
create smiles, the only really amusing 
incident is where Tatjana, a very fool- 
ish and gullible heroine, shoots the 
supposedly despicable Ivan. This film 
might have been better off if Tatjana 


had used her pistol earlier in the 
story, for then one would not have 
had to bear with the tedious stretches 
contributed ' by Ivan’s impersonator, 
Robert Dinensen, who also directed 
this wretched piece of work. 

It is a Russian story concerned with 
the sons of the soil and the aristoc- 
racy. Ivan has a nice’ little way of 
accepting money from a Prince to 
help him in his revolutionary activi- 
ties. In other words, he bites the 
hand that feeds him. He is enamored 
of Tatjana, whose husband, ‘ Prince 
Boris, has befriended him. The di- 
rector revels in old-fashioned poses 
and rambles along in an utterly hope- 
less fashion. 

At the same theatre is “‘The New 
York Hat,” featuring Mary Pickford 
and’ directed by David W. Griffith: 
This picture is fifteen years old and 
it is really, funny now. that fashions 
are what they are. Women were 
much amused ye&stérday afternoon at 
the sight of the: Easter hat.that is 
the centre. of the plot. Incidentally 
the scenario for this old picture was 
furnished by Anita Loos,’ who’ wrote 
“Gentlemen Prefer Blondes.””’ She re- 
ceived $15 for it.. In this subject 
Lionel Barrymore officiates .as the 
good parson who looks very much as 
if he were going to be thé victim of 
three garrulous women. Miss Pick- 
ford is quaint in her Chaplinesque 
coat and a skirt that is mindful of 
the film comedian’s baggy: trousers. 
This picture is well ‘worth seeing, but 
it is questionable whether even the 
amusement it affords in these days 
atones for the hour spent in watch- 
ing’ “Tatjana.” x

Commission May Comply. to 
Lessen Interference With 
Ship Distress Calls. 


ENFORCES DEVIATION RULE 


‘ 


This, It Is Expected; Will Reduce 
the Number of Stations to 450 
After June. 1, 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 17.—Christie R. 
Bohnsack, operator of WNYC, New 
York’s municipal broadcasting station, 
came here today to urge that this sta- 
tion be exempted from the application 
of a new rule that will become effec- 
tive on June 1, requiring stations in a 

given area to share wave lengths. 
Reference to department records 
made by Commissioners Caldwell, 
Sykes and Bellows, who heard Mr. 
Bohnsack, showed that when WNYC 
filed application for a license to broad- 
cast on a frequency of 570 kilocycles, 
protests were made on the ground that 
the use of this channel might inter- 
fere with the reception of an 8 OS 


call. This was found to be correct in 
& measure, although Ag ye from in- 
spéectors were that S O §S signals may 
be heard clearly at New York éven 
when WNYC is working at night. 

It has been suggested that where 
signals from ships at sea were weak, 
an 8 O S signal from & vessel in dis- 
tress might be lost during the night 
hours when the municipal station was 
broadcasting its service. Radio of- 
ficials, however, do not believe that 
there is any danger on this score. 

The chances are that WNYC will be 
permitted exclusive occupancy of the 
frequency now assigned to its use, as 
radio officials believe that if it was 
required to share time shore stations 
might not receive 8 O 8S, signals from 
ships at sea. ‘The municipal station 
probably will be the only broadcaster 
in New York to have an exclusive 
channel after June 1. 

Of the outstanding stations in the 
New York City area, according to a 
check-up made by radio inspectors, it 
has been found that twelve have failed 
to comply with the order in which the 
Radio Commission fixed a maximum of 
one-half kilocycle as the extreme de- 
viation from authorized frequency 
which would be permitted. 

WNYC, WDWM and WAAM have 
adhered to assigned frequencies, but 
there have been variations among oth- 
er New York stations ranging from 
0.6 of a kilocycle to more ah 28 
kilocycles. 

The commission announced that an- 
other check-up would be made in New 
York, and if it disclosed variations in 
excess of the order revocation of 
licenses would be the result. 

The opinion was expressed by com- 
mission officials today that enforce- 
ment of the order prohibiting varia- 
tions in frequency and other require- 
ments will eventually lead to a sub- 
stantial reduction in the number of 
broadcasting stations. On June 1, 691 
stations will receive sixty-day licenses. 
Approximately 240 broadcasters are ex- 
pected to go out of business because 
of inability, — lack of adequate 
facilities, to comply with the require- 
ments of the cpmndtibisies The reduc- 
tion of the number of stations to about 
450 will dO a great deal, fadio officials 
assert, to solve the problem of inter- 
ference 
There will be few changes on June 1 
in the wave lengths assigned to out- 
standing stations. The power of many 
stations in residential districts will be 
reduced. 

The commission will prescribe divi- 
sions of time only where broadcasters 
fail to reach agreements. 

No action will be taken for the pres- 
ent on 300 applications to run new sta- 
tions. There is no room for any sta- 
tions aside from those now in opera- 
tion, it was announced. 


Broadcast station licenses must in no 
way be transferred or assigned without 
the written consent of the Federal 
Radio Commission, in accordance with 
General Order 9, which was released 
in New York yesterday by Arthur 
Batcheller, Fedéfal Radio Supervisor 
in this district.. The order stipulates 
that persons wishing to acquire a 
broadcasting station shall make appli- 
cation to the commission on the forms 
provided for new licenses and that the 
seller must signify in writing that he 
desires to sell or transfer to the oa 
cant. The new order becomes effec- 
tive immediately.

MacDonald’s illness in Philadelphia. 
Instead, the Governor went down, 
without telling Mr. MacDonald or 
Cunard officials, and paid his unex- 
pected farewell visit at the pier. 

When asked what he thought of Mr. 
MacDonald, the Governor replied that 
he looked like @ man who had had a 
severe physical setback.

‘Gold Coming From London. 

So much gold has been coming to 
New York from Europe in special 
transactions, such as the transfer of 
the French holdings from London, 
that many authorities had overlooked 
the possibility of straight commercial 
shipments of gold, such as was re- 
ported yesterday. The New York mar- 
ket obtained £500,000 of gold at Lon- 
don, principally because of a decline 
in the price of bullion in- London to 
84 shillings 10% pence. The reduction, 
together with lower freight rates 
caused by the recent heavy movement, 
forced a revision of calculations as to 
the British gold export point, and a 
profitable transfer was made possible, 
with sterling slightly above $4.85.

An Echo From the West. 

Testimony yesterday at the hearing 
in the arbitration of the Western train- 
men’s demands for a T% per cent. wage 
increase was pointed to by New York 
railroad men as containing the vital 
point of the railroads’ opposition to 
the increase. ‘The keynote of this op- 
position was sounded, they said, when 
H. E. Byram, receiver of the St. Paul, 
testified that so long as fair wages 
were being paid to railroad workers, 
while the railroads were not receiving 
a fair return on property investment, 
there was no justification for the in- 
crease. On the other hand, it is 
pointed out, the workers maintained 
that present wage scales in the West 
could not be considered ‘‘fair’ in view 
of current living costs and working 


conditions. Transportation men in 
Wall Street are awaiting with no little 
interest the presentation of the rail- 
road employes’ claims in the hearing.

French gold to New York, which 
gregated $30,000,000 in half a mon 
had resulted in a lowering of steam- 
ship freight rates on the metal, and 
these facters combined to force a re- 
vision of the British gold export point.

No receipt of gold have been an- 
nounced in New York since Monday, 
when the fifth $6,000,000 shipment was 
received, accounting for the last of the 
supply recently turned over to France 
by the Bank of England following the 
repayment of a war loan.

Norfolk (Va.) Price the Lowest In 
Five Years——-Many Doubtful 
of Curtaliment Plans. 


TULSA, Okla., May 17 (4.—Results 
of the curtailment program for the 
Seminole oil field of Oklahoma began 
to show today, when a survey revealed 
that drilling had been stopped in six of 
the 337 wells under way in the field, 
and that the area showed a production 
decline of 10,000 barrels yesterday. 

A daily average decline of 5,490 bar- 
rels in the field for the week ending 
May 14 was described as the usual 
fluctuation and not the result of cur- 
tailment plans. The Seminole area 
produced 348,351 barrels of oil yes- 
terday. 

The wells in which drilling has been 
halted are owned by three separate 
companies. Fifteen companies signed 
the agreement last week to cease drill- 


ing in all unnecessary wells. Two of 
the wells in which drilling was stopped 
are the property of the Gypsy Oil Com- 
pany, two the Pure Oil Company and 
two the Carter Oil Company. 

0 tors said a large number of 
dri wells would be stopped at the 
pay sand, this being the provision of 
the curtailment agreement, and de- 
clared that this probably accounted for 
the few wells in which drilling already 
has been brought to a halt.

SENDS RARE FLUTES HERE. 


Large Collection of Dr. Case of 
Cleveland Will Be Exhibited. 
Special to The New York Times. 

CLEVELAND, May 18.—The world’s 
largest collection of flutes, owned by 
Dr. Dayton C. Miller, Professor of 
Physics in Case School of Applied Sci- 
ence, is being shipped to. New York for 
its first complete exhibition. Ten 
trunks were required to hold the col- 
lection, which numbers nearly 1,000 
musical instruments, illustrative of the 
development of the flute from the 
dawn of history to the present day. 

Dr. Miller was unable to place a 
value on the collection. It cannot be 
duplicated. The Case scientist, the 
man who photographed sound waves 
and whose ether drift researches have 
challenged Einstein’s relativity cal- 
culations, has literally scoured the 
earth for flutes. In addition he has 
amassed the largest library in the 
world of music for the flute and books 
about the instrument. 

Mrs. Miller is as enthusiastic in col- 
lecting as her husband. Frequently 
when they are in Europe she prowls 
through the shops and turns up some 


genuine finds. Dr. Miller has played 
the flute since his youth. 

One of the prized specimens is a 
shepherd’s pipe brought from Greece 
by Professor Francis H. Herrick, the 
biologist of Western Reserve Univer- 
sity. Professor Herrick came across 
a shepherd on an Attic hillside playing 
the instrument, just as his ancestors 
did 2,000 years ago.
